Shearwater Pottery was established in 
1928byAnnetteMcConnellAndersonand 
her husband George Walter Anderson. 
Annette was the artistic mastermind 
while George looked after the business 
part. Their three sons, Peter, Walter, 
and Mac, would play a major role in the 
success of the family business. Eighty 
years later Shearwater is still a family 
business and continues thriving, but on 
August 29th, 2005, Hurricane Katrina 
destroyed or damaged the buildings 
that make up Shearwater Pottery. 
A lot of pottery and equipment was 
lost as well. The day after to storm 
hit, the resilient Anderson family and 
employees gathered together to assess 
the damage and begin the long process 
of cleaning up. “Our first thought was to 
open the business back up,” said Marjorie 
Anderson Ashley. 

Some of the pottery that 
was thought to be destroyed or lost 
was found lying among the destroyed 
buildings. Today, many of the buildings 
are now rebuilt and improved including 
the Kiln House, Annex, and the 
Showroom. Many parts of the original 


buildings at Shearwater were recycled into 
the new buildings. The original wooden 
floors from the workshop were placed 
into Annex floors; as well as, other parts 
of the building. 

Today, Shearwater continues-to make 
pottery the old fashioned way - by 
molding it onto a wheel and placing it in 
akiln. They also recreate famous pottery 
figures through molds. 

Shearwater Pottery continues to sell 
copies of Walter Anderson’s_ original 
paintings. It is Shearwater’s goal to 
keep the family business for many years to 
come, but the help of future generations 
is needed. Luckily, the grandchildren and 
great grandchildren of the Anderson 
brothers have a fascination with art. 
As a matter of fact, most Anderson 
grandchildren are being raised right on 
Shearwater’s property As Ocean Springs 
continues to modernize, Shearwater is 
sure to keep to their old traditions of 
creating pottery while overlooking the 
Mississippi Sound.

To start off the ceremony Wyatt gave 
a speech to the nearly 100 guests and press, followed 
by guest speakers Brad Kessie, from WLOX News, and 
a student rabbi from New York City. To finish off the 
night, all three speakers lit the six foot tall menorah in 
respect of the holiday tradition, and then, along with the 
guests, they dined on specially catered food from New 
Orleans. “I wanted to reach out to the Jewish community 
sand rekindle the religion in others,” says Wyatt Hall 
speaking about his mission for the public ceremony. 
“It was a success and | hope to do it again next year.”

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the newspaper gets better and better. In 
fact, the Hounds Tale ranks third in the state 
of Mississippi. The newspaper publishes four 
issues and a senior newspaper every year. 
Each issue takes about two months to plan, 
starting with brainstorming for story ideas. 
The staff of six gathers around the whiteboard 
to discuss story ideas for the upcoming 
newspaper, and once story assignments are 
given out, the staff has a month to complete 
their rough drafts. Final copies of stories are 
usually due two weeks later, and the final step 
in the newspaper making process is creating 
a layout - which can take up to two weeks. 

Of course, there is a lot more to 
newspaper than writing a story and creating 
a layout for each page. The Hounds Tale staff 
is responsible for investigative reporting and 
taking pictures for each story during class. A 
lot of the work also takes place after school, 
such as selling ads, which helps pay the $700 
it takes to publish one issue of the Hounds Tale 
which is over $5000 a school year. Although, 
the school district does not put any money 
towards publishing the school newspaper; they 
have given the newspaper help moving forward 
with a new camera, printer, and computers. 
This year, the newspaper has included six 
color pages in each edition. All these changes 
have allowed the Hounds Tale newspaper 
a chance to win state awards as well as 
national prizes. “It takes an outstanding staff 
to accomplish all that they do”, Mrs. Hardy, 
the newspaper sponsor said. “I have the most 
well rounded students in Ocean Springs High 
School. Not only do they keep up with their 
strenuous Advance Placement courses and 
extra curricular activates, but they have also 
taken our newspaper to rank third in the state.” 
Congratulations to the Hounds Tale staff 
for raising Ocean Springs High School's 
newspaper to new standards of excellence.
